2.1. Claim 16 has been amended as follows: 

-16. (Currently Amended) A process for producing a detergent body having 
a solid component comprising at least 65 wt% of a builder selected from the group 
consisting of oligocarboxylate compounds, polycarboxylate compounds, phosphorus 
based builder, and mixtures thereof, comprising the following steps: 

a) feeding component materials comprising the builder and [optionally] a 
binder for producing a composition to a barrel or hopper of an injection unit of an 
injection molding machine; 

b) causing the component materials to be progressed along the barrel of 
the injection molding machine towards an injection nozzle; 

c) injecting the component materials into a mold at a temperature above the 
plastification temperature of the binder; 

d) allowing the composition to chill in the mold; and 
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e) opening the mold and ejecting a sliaped body tlierefrom.- 
(support is found on page 4, lines 13-14) 

2.2. Claim 27 has been amended as follows: 

-27. (Currently Amended) A process according to claim 16, wherein [step (a) 
comprises a ] the binder comprises from 5 to 30 wt% of the detergent bodv .- 
(support is found on page 4, lines 16-17) 

2.3. Claim 28 has been amended as follows: 

-28. (Currently Amended) A process according to claim 27, wherein the binder 
comprises from [5 to 35] 5 to 20 wt% of the detergent body.-- 
(support is found on page 4, lines 16-19).
